trench, cellar and dug out, and

and here our lads meet him hand to 
hand. 

During the most recent fighting on 
the western front the allies have 
captured at least fifty thousand men; 
they must have killed outright as 
many more, while, judging by the 
experience of past encounters, the 
wounded amount to three times the 
dead. Two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand Germans have, therefore, been 
rendered harmless by the operations 
so successfully conducted—this is 
what has been achieved by the tak- 
ing of those ruined hamlets and vil- 
lages, and in no other way may peace 
be restored to a war-weary world.— 
Winnipeg Free Press.

350 Airplanes Every Month 


Board Has Placed Contract for Lat- 
est Type of Engines 


The number of Canadians who 
have joined the Royal Air Force, and 
its predecessors, the Royal Naval 
Air Service and the Royal Flying 
Corps, since the outbreak of the war 
is not available for publication ow- 
ing to military reasons. The same 
secrecy, however, is not -applied to 
the other activities in Canada in con- 
nection with the development and 
maintenance of the allies’ air  ser- 
vice. 

In January of last year, the 


im- 
perial munitions board, through Can- 
adian Airplanes, Ltd., commenced the 
construction of airplanes for training 
purposes in Canada at the national 
factory, where the output of flying 
machines has now grown to a sub- 
stantial total. The present capacity 
of the plant is 300 machines per 
month, which, with the spares turn- 
ed out is equivalent to 350 machines 
monthly. 

The total number of machines 
manufactured to the end of last May, 
together with the spares, was two 
thousand. 

The number of employees engag- 
ed at this factory is 2,150, and re- 
cently the plant has been engaged in 
constructing a number of bombing 
planes for the United States navy, 
showing how closely the two allied 
countries of North America are co- 
operating in their effort to beat the 
Hun, 

The imperial munitions board has 
placed a contract for the construc- 
tion of an important number of the 
latest improved types of high-power 
airplane engines to be used in equip- 
ping fighting planes jor service at 
the front. This is a somewhat sur-

but in any sspecies the germination 
can be delayed for several years if 
the seeds are buried to a_ consider- 
able depth in th, soil. This is true 
of such species as Wild Oats and Wild 
Mustard. Each time the surface of 
the ground is disturbed some of these 
seeds will germinate and if no 
other seeds arg allowed to fall into 
the soil in the meantime, the ground 
will eventually become clear of them. 

In another group of annual species 
known as Winter Annuals, the seeds 
germinat, immediately after they are 
scattered and pass the winter in the 
form of a small seedling plant which 
survives under the snow and resumes 
growth in the following spring. Be- 
longing to this group are the fellow- 
ing weeds: Chess, Purple Cockle, 
Night-flowering Catchfly, Stinkweed, 
Shepard's Purse, Flase Flax, Ball 
Mustard, Wild Radish, WHare’s Ear 
Mustard, Tumbling Mutsard, Pepper- 
grass, Wormseed, Corn Gromwell, 
Blue Bur or Stick weed, and Stinking 
Mayweed, 
weeds that autumn culitvation is spe- 
cially desirable as if they are turned 
under with the plow and covered 
sufficiently deeply, very few of them 
will be able to continue their growth 
after the snow melts.

Dominion Government Presents 
Young Eskimo Interpreter 
With Gold Watch 


A presentation that broke all rec 
ords, geographical or historical, was 
made a few weeks ago at Fort Me- 
Pierson, Veel river, according to in- 
formation that has just reached Ed- 
monton with the return of the Arctic 
mail carricrs from the summer trip 
to the Arctics, At McPherson, on 
July 10, Havinek, the native interpre- 
ter, who accompanied the Eskimo 
Kkdmonton last year 
and served as an intermediary — be- 
tween them and the courts of justice, 
was presented with a gold watch and 
chain, the gift of the government of 
Canada. The ceremony, which was 
impressive despite its simplicity, was 
made by the light of the all-night 
sun at 2 a.m., 2 .d Inspector Phillips, 
of the Herschel Island detachment, 
made the presentation, 

The watch, a handsome solid gold 
timepiece, bore the R.N.W.M.P. mon- 
ogram on the outer case, and was in- 
scribed inside with the following:

The “wo- 
man” was decorated with the Vic- 
toria Cross, 

The correspondent says that the 


first mention of a mystery ship was 
in the case of the Baralong, which 
on August 19, 1915, sank a U-boat 
after the torpedoing of the British 
liner Arabic. It will be remembered 
he says, that the German govern- 
ment protested ti.at there was noth- 
ing to indicate the 3aralong’s war- 
like character, The Baralong case was 
probably not the first in which a ruse 
was used, and since then the dis- 
guising of armed vessels as innocent 
merchantmen for dealing with sub-

High Grade Butter 


High Standard of Dairy Products 
Shown at Western Exhibitions 


Visitors to the exhibitions ia 
Western Secete have been struck by 
the remarkably high and uniform 
standard of butter made in th 
— provinces. At Calgary, 
erta, the dairy products exhibit 
caused much favorable comment, an 
excellent display having been made. 
The exhibits at Edmonton, Alberta, 
and Saskatoon, Saskatchewah, were 
equally as good. At Edmonton much 
interest was shown in the interpro- 
vincial competition, in which butter 
from Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba creameries competed. The 
amazing uniformity of the butter pro- 
duced in these three prairie provinces 
was especially noticeable here, the 
judge having a difficult problem to 
solve in making the award. Of the 
cight prize-winning samples, only 
One point scparated the score of the 
first from that of the last. The judge 
is said to have remraked that after 
eliminating the first ten samples, an- 
other class could be made of the 
second ten, and all of them would 
have ranked as first class commercial 
butter. 

The uniform grade which has been 
reached in the butter produced in Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba is 
the result of the efficient system of 
grading employed in these provinces, 
under the supervision of the respec- 
tive departments of agriculture. The 
quality is due to the country—its ex- 
cellent climate, its nutritious grains 
and grasses, its pure water, making it 
an ideal country for dairy catttle. No 
wonder the output of butter of West- 
ern Canada, ever increasing as it is, 
can scarcely keep pace with the de- 
mand,

A Deed of Mercy - 


The Savage Darkness in Which Our 
Days are Plunged 


As Hindenburg and the kaiser came 
down, as we read, from Mont d’Hiver, 
during the recent offensive, they saw 
on the edge of a crater two wounded 
British soldiers. ‘The kaiser ordered 
that they should be cared for; their 
wounds were bound up and they were 
given brandy, and brought 
round from unconsciousness. ‘That is 
the German account of it, and it may 
be true. It was a kindly act. 

Probably had it not es for this, 
the two men would have died among 
those desolate craters; no one would 
have known and no one could have 
been blamed for it. 

The contrast of this spark of im- 
perial kindness, against the gloom 
of the background of the war that 
the kaiser made, is a pleasant thing 
to see, even though it illuminates for 
only a moment the savage darkness 
in which our days are plunged. It 
was a kindness that probably will be 
long remembered to him. Even we, 
his enemies, wT remember it. And 
who knows but that when most he 
needs it his reward for it will be giv- 
en him. For Judas, they say, once 
gave his cloak in his youth, out of 
compassion, to a_ shivering beggar, 
who sat shaken with ague, in rags, 
in bitter need. And the years went 
by and Judas forgot his deed. And 
long after, in Hell, Judas, they say, 
was given one day’s respite at the 
end of every year because of this one 
kindness he had done so long since 
in his youth, And every year he 
goes, they say, for a day and cools 
himself among the Arctic bergs; 
once every year for century after 
century, 

Perhaps some sailor on watch on a 
misty evening, blown far out of his 
irse away to the north, saw some- 
thing ghostly once: on an_ iceberg 
floating by, or heard some voice in 
the dimness that seemed like the 
voice of man, and came home with 
this weird story. And perhaps as 
the story passed from lip to lip men 
found enough justice in it to believe 
it true. So it came down the cen- 
turies 

Will seafarers ages hence, on dim 
October evenings, or on nights when 
the moon is ominous through mist, 
red and huge and uncanny, see a 
lonely figure sometimes on the lone- 
liest part of the sea, far north of 
where the Lusitania sank, gathering 
all the cold it can?

the wind that night, or will it speak 
to them in those distant years and 
tell them how it sinned, betraving 
men?

lted against men, The date on which 
he is seen will be told from sailor to 
sailor. Queer taverns of distant har- 
bors will know it-well. Not many 
will care to be at sea that day, and

And yet for all the grimness of the 
pale-blue phantom, with curiass and 
helmet and eyes shimmering on dead- 
ly icebergs, and yet for all the sor- 
row of the wrong he did against man, 
the women drowned and the children 
and all the good ships gone, yet will 
the horrified mariners meeting his in 
the mist grudge him no moment of 
the day he has earned, of the cool- 
ness he gains from the bergs, because 
of the kindness he did to the wound-

A NEW MAP OF NORTHERN ALTA. 


There has been in preparation for 
some time in the office of the Natur- 
al Resources Intelligence Branch, 
Department of the Interior, Ottawa, 
a new edition of a map much sought 
after by prospective settlers in west- 
ern Canada, namely the Northern Al- 
verta Homestead Map, on-a scale of 
12% miles to th, inch. ’ 

The new issue ig most comprehen- 
sive in the information contained by 
an elaborate color scheme, the vast 
land area involved is divided in such 
a way as to indicate clearly the dis- 
position of the whole. Th, various 
colours represent: Land finally dis- 


posed of; lands entered for but not 
patented; forest reserves; timber 
berths; grazing leases; dominion 


parks and Indian reserves, also the 
boundaries of the Dominion Land Ag- 
encieg and the location of Land OM- 
ces. In addition to the general dir- 
ection of coal seams, outcrops of tar 
sands, gas and oil borings, is indicat- 
ed. 

Several new features included in 
the map just being published are es- 
pecially worthy of note. Rectangul- 
ar spaces in light buff, for instance, 
show the lands reserved exclusively 
for settlement by returned soldiers. 
All those lands south of a red hatched 
line which may become available for 
entry ag a result of cancellation or 
abandoment are also reserved for the 
same purpose.

WAR GARDEN ACHIEVEMENTS 


The 175 acres of waste land brought 
under cultivation by the Vacant Lots 
Cultivation Association of Toronto, 
in conjunction with the local Rotary 
Club, will yield no less than $85.000 in 
produce this year, according to offi- 
cials of the Association. 

The Vacent Lots movement repres- 
ents only one-fifth of the total amount 
of gardening which hag been done in 
Toronto this summer. The total ac- 
reage under garden cultivation in 
Toronto is placed at 1,375 and the 
value of the produce raised this year 
will be about $425,000. There are close 
to 10.000 gardens in the city. 

The Vacant Lots Cultivation As- 
sociation and the Rotary Club have 
done splendid work this year in help- 
ing to popularize the home-garden 
idea. In 1916, the association plough- 
ed 300 gardens; the following year 
this number wag increased to 826, 
whil, this year there are roughly 2,- 
000 gardens under the direction of the 
Vacant Lots Cultivation Association.
